(1) Ways and means of gett- 
ing 100 per cent cooperation 
from the timberland owners:

Chairman Looney 
mended that the members vote 
on another Member of the 
Board, preferable a member 
from the Elkhorn City section. 
Dr. Thompson suggested that 
the point be taken up at the 
next meeting after the several 
men recommended were inter- 
viewed, Dr. Thompson’s sug- 
gestion was made into a mo- 
tion and seconded by Mr. C. 
L. Skeen and passed. 

The question of education 
along Fire Control lines was 
brought up and a suggestion 
was offered that by means of 
advertising Fire Precaution & 
Fire Control that the number 
of fires could be reduced. Dr. 
Thompson talked with Mr. 
McConnell and asked that the 
CCC Camps construct eight 
precaution signs, these to be 
placed at various points on 
greatly traveled highways. 

Chairman Looney raised the 
subject of the Protective As- 
sociation being handicapped 
by the lack of funds. This led 
to a lengthy discussion by all 
members as to ways and 
means of raising funds. Dr. 
Walters suggested that the 
Legislature be asked for an 
appropriation for Fire Con- 
trol. The members were ad- 
vised at that point by Mr. 
Hoar that in order to obtain 
money from the Government 
for such a project as Fire Pro- 
tection, the State must con- 
tribute dollar for dollar. This 
has not been done in the past 
because the State could not 
vaise the money. 

The subject of prosecution 
for anyone setting a forest fire 
was brought up by Chairman 
Looney. This matter was dis- 
cussed pro and con but no- 
thing definite was recorded, 
although a lot of valuable in- 
formation and_ suggestions 
were received and agreed upon 
by all members. 

(1) Dr. Thompson suggest- 
ed that the Sheriff be called 
upon and demanded to pro- 
secute all offenders. 

(2) It was also suggested 
that the Circuit Judge instruct 
the Grand Jury to indict such 
persons that were brought be- 
fore them. 

The subject of prosecution 
was slated to be discussed at 
a greater length at the next 
meeting. 

Dr. Thompson read an edi- 
torial from the Pike County 
News, titled ‘““Here and There”.

Therefore, we think 
of perpetual domestic peace 
with complacency. 

Our forebearers wrestled 
eur present territory from the 
French, Spanish, Mexicans, 
indians, and from those who 


would disrupt the Union. The | 
present World War with the| 
gradual elimination of weaker, | 
non-warlike nations by might | 


alone, reminds us of the situa- 
tion which confronted the 
early settlens. Their settle- 
ments singly were no match 
for the Indians on the war 
parh. So the settlers, steeped 
in the desire for self-preserv.- 
tion and realizing the advaa- 
tage of solidarity, would 
promptly, upon hearing of the 
Indian uprising, select an at- 
tacking party which would 
pick the battle ground, the 
time of attack, and by sur- 
prise, defeat the enemy. Of 
course, many white men were 
killed, but the settlement was 
saved. These tactics, I assume, 
are those recommended by 
your husband. 

On the other hand, the com- 
bined strength of the Indiays 
loosed upon each settlement 
separately would have allowed 
the Indians to choose their 
own time, place and condition 
of attack. They in turn could 
have defeated each settlement 
by shooting burning arrows 
onto the houses, causing fires, 
curtailing water and food 
transfer and in time destroy- 
ing the whites. 

Your problem is America’s 
problem. Our experts disagree 
as to the best method to retain 
our liberties. The question 
now is, should w fight witn 
Allied help, or alone? That 
question must be intelligently 
answered by our government 
for our best interests, regard- 
less of what individuals may 
think, for we, the average citi- 
zens, are not in possession of 
all the facts.

How Did The Indians Get 
Leather For Their Moccasins 2 

Moccasins are made of buck- 
skin, which is obtained from 
the hide of the deer. Tanning 
the buckskin was a long and 
complicated process for the 
Indian. 

First, the deer hide was 
soaked in a stream for about 
four weeks, dried, and the 
hair removed. Then it was 
washed in water and specially 
treated, dried for another four 
weeks, and again soaked about 
twelve hours in water before 
being stretched on poles. There 


it was scraped with a rock to} 


make it soft and pliable. 

The final process of smoking 
the buckskin to get the proper 
color was an art in itself. The 
leather, soft, strong, and dur- 
able, was then ready to be 
made into Moccasins for the 
brave, squaw or papoose.

Who Designed 
The Flag Of Alaska? 


Benny Benson, a 13-year-old 
school boy, designed the flag 
of Alaska in 1927. In that year 
the American Legion in Alas- 
ka launched a flag-design con- 
test, and of the 142 designs 
submitted, to the 8th Terri- 
torial Legislature in Juneau, 
that by Benny Benson was 
adopted. This flag has a blue 
field bordered on three sides 
with a strip of gold, bearing 
on the field gold stars repre- 
senting the North Star in the 
upper right corner, and the 
Great Bear constellation of 
seven stars below and to the 
left, with two right stars of 
the “Dipper” pointing to the 
North Star. 

The Legislature sent Benny 
to Washington to present the 
first flag to President Calvin 
Coolidge.

How Old Is The Custom Of 
May Poles and May Queens? 


Our May Day Festival, so 
far as is known, dates back 
to the days when the Romans 
held a festival to Flora, god- 
dess of flowers. 

It is said that during the 
Middle Ages, on May 1 all 
classes of people, even mem- 
bers of the court, would go 
“‘a-Maying” early in the morn- 
ing and gather fresh flowers 
with which to crown the faic- 
est maid of the village “Queen 
of the May.” 

Nearly every town and vil- 
lage had a May pole on whicn 
wreaths of flowers were hung, 
and around which the young 
and the old danced. 

The Puritans denounced the 
May poles and May dances, 
and Parliament, in 1644, for- 
bade them. But with the Re- 
storation under Charles II they 


were resumed.

What Town Has The State Line 
In The Center Of Its Main 
Business Section? 

Bristol, Virginia-Tennessee, 
is the largest community in 
the United States located di- 
rectly upon a state line, the 
line between the two states 
and the two cities running ia 
the center of its main business 
street. During the Dogwood 
Festival held each year, the 
Governors of Virginia and 
Tennessee lead the parade 
down State Street, both in one 
car, yet each in his own State. 

Five times a line was sui- 
veyed to determine the divid- 
ing line between Virginia and 
Tennessee. The quarrel over 
this line lasted for 200 years, 
and it was not ntil 1903 that 
the matter was settled. Brass 
markers in the middle of State 
Street now definitely mark 
the state and city lines.

What Is Some Of The History 
Of Bristol, Va.-Tenn.? 

Bristol was originally known 
as Sapling Grove. For years it 
was a trading post where the 
frontiersmen, including Dan- 
iel Boone, bartered skins for 
powder and lead. In 1771 in 
an old stockade built by Col. 
Evan Shelby, was planned the 
campaign which resulted in 


the defeat of the British in the 
famous battle of King’s Moun- 
tain, in 1780. 

In 1749, 1946 acres were sur- 
veyed at Sapling Grove. Of 
these, 348 acres were sold ‘o 
Col. John Goodson, who laid 
out the town of Goodson, now 
Bristol, Virginia. Later, 100 


acres of the original |and was} 


purchased by J. R. Anderson 

for the town of Bristol, Tenn., 

name after Bristol, England.
